THE MUTUALLY SYMPATHETIC MAJORITY, 
and it was adopted.

There was some complaint 
concerning the quality of the flour furnished, 
and Dr. Ben C. Miller, then Superintendens of 
Public Charities, sent in a communication to 
the Board at a meeting held Aug. 2, 1872, in 
which he stated that. the flour was 
unfis for use, and requested that the 
Board change the contract so as to 
permit the purchase of a better quality. At 
about the same ume reports on the flour ques- 
tion were submitied by the Warden and Physi- 
cian at the Poor-House and Insane Asylum, set- 
ting forth the fact that one lot of flour had been 
of very inferior quality, but, upon calling the 
attention of the contractor thereto, he at once 
removed all cause of complaint, and thereafter 
furnished flour as good as, and in some cases 
better than, the samples upon which the contract 
was awarded. 

THIS EXDED THE FLOUR MATTER 
for the time, and nothing futher was heard of 
it.

The settlement of the famous Osage Ceded 
Land cases by the United States Circuit Court 
sitting in Leavenworth was announced Sunday 
morning. We publish in another column of this 
issue the judicial decrees and the history of the 
preliminary litigation. The victorv for the set- 
tlers is probably decisive ; it is at least very con- 
siderable. By many decisions of the Interior 
Department at Washington, the title of 
these lands had been fixed in the rail- 
road companies; and it was only through the 
intervention of the Department of Justice that 
an appeal was secured. There are some cir- 
cumstances in connection with this great trial 
which deserve earnest consideration. One point 
is that a decision for the settlers is said to have 
been a main reason for the dismissal of Sec- 
retary Cox; another is that Secretary 
Harlan was the first and Secretary Delano the 
last to uphoid the title of the railroads ; and 
still another is that, though the claim of the 
settlers had obvious strength, not one of the 
persons making it had the means to prosecute it 
before the courts against the powerful corpora- 
tions interested. Thus by the simple edict of 
such men as Harlan and Delano, who bave no 


ple, a number of poor farmers in Kansas were

III DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 


The Democratic-Liberal-Opposition State Con- 
vention met at Springfield yesterday. Some-

nal improvement scheme had been devised with 
sole intent to steal the proceeds; that the debt 
had been imposed upon a constantly-protesting 
but helpless people; that any who might be- 
come purchasers of the debt had been notoriously 
warned of all the infamy of the whole proceed- 
ing,—would the people of Illinois, upon recover- 
ing their self-posseesion and self-control, have 
paid one dollar of that debt ? 

Minnesota was admitted into the Union under 
Democratic auspices, in 1859, and Buchanan’s 
Federal office-holders, by frauds on the ballot- 
box, open aad defiant,installed a Democratic State 
Government. During that illegal administration, 
the State's gift of lands was voted away to cor-

As a specimen of State debt jugglery in the 
South: The people of Alabama, by a close vote 
in 1872, elected a Republican Governor and a 
D tic Logica The D tic Leg 
lature installed the Republican Governor, who 
straightway recognized a Republican Legisla- 
ture sitting outside the State-House. For 8 
month there were two Legislatures of Alabama. 
The Republican body voted an issue of $2,000,000 
bonds, which were hurriedly “placed” with Hen- 
ry Clews, in New York. Then came negotiations 
with the Attorney-General at Washington, and 
® compromise, whereby the two Legislatures 
should be rolled into one, each party having an 
equal number of members,—a Democratic ma- 
jority in the Senate being offset by a Republican 
majority in the House. But it was especially pro- 
vided and reserved, in the compromise dictated 
at Washington, that the consolidated Legisla- 
ture should not reconsider the subject of the 
$200,000,000 bonds. Why not? The bonds were a 
political and not a public necessity. It has been 
stated that no dollar derived from these bonds 
ever appeared in the State Treasury of Alabama, 
either as cash or credit! Will the people of

emniy averred py Bill Nye's pard, it must be 
confessed that he has the good sense, as a general 
rule, to keep his peculiarities carefully removed 
from the public gaze. If it be true that be has 
a partiality for the meat of our most vulgar 
scavenger, still there is virtue in the fact that he 
partakes of his rodent pie in seclusion, 
and the delicate taste of the epicure 
who doats on frog or lamb'’s fues uw 
not offended by the Celestial's unnatural appe- 
tite. The Chinaman goes and comes through 
our American cities in a quiet and unobtrusive 
manner, and it is only when he affects local cus- 
toms that he makes himself in any way obnox- 
tous. Within ths past two years the Chinese 
population of Chicago bas largely increased, but 
the increase bas occurred almost imperceptibly 
on account of the extreme unobtrusiveness of 
the Chinese character and the uneventful nature 
of their lives, which seldom or never allows 
them to appear in any public capacity. Still the 
Coinaman has a heart and passions like the 
rest of mankind, as was abundantly proved yes- 
terday morving at the West Side Police Court, 
where Ah Po was brought up to answer for the 


} crime of assaulting, with intent to kill, Ah Sing, 


the particulars of which assault have already 
been published. The prisoner was a nervous 
little fellow, with a face infinitely more intellect- 
ual than that of any of the other Chinamen in the 
court, while the prosecuting witness, whose face 
was gashed in the mouth and over the left eye, 
was quite large for a Celestial, and of heavy, 
stolid expression of features. Tuaere were 
eleven Chinese present at the court, and 
they all took the lieveliest interest in the 
proceedings, which, as might naturally be ex- 
pected, were occasionally a little irregular, aud 
not a little amusing. The prisoner having been 

the first witness, Ah Po, was calied to 
give his testimony, and Justice Scully proceeded 
to swear bim in the manner in vogue in American 
courte of justice. Here the counsel for the do- 
fense raised an objection. He urged that there 
was a little rule in connection with the swearing 
of witmesses, to the effect that they should be 
sworn according to the form which — 
moet solemnly to their conscience. © re 
minded His Honor of the nature of 


the Chinese oath, and stated that 
at considerable expense he had procured half-a- 
cocks (here he the 


dozen Cochin-China producea 
featbery bipeds), and requested the Court to de- 
capitate one A them, aud allow the blood to 
trickle upon the floor between himself and each 
successive witness. If he failed to dothis, the 
counsel urged that the Chiuamen would be just 
like ordinary citizens. The Judge declined to 
administer the Chinese oath, and the Chinamen 
heid up their right hands while the Judge said: 
“You do each of you solemnly swear 
that the evidence you give in this 
case shail be the truth, so help you 
Confucius.” As the last word was uttered the 
Chinamen winced palpably, while the Judge 
gianced triumphantly at the counsel for the de- 
fense, who giacefully bowed in acknowledgment 
of the point, and sent his Cochin- Cuiua off 
home to be stewed for dinner. The testimony of 
Ab Sin was to the effect that he was a laundry- 
man, plying his business at No. 37 Madison 
srteet, under the Gault House; that on Friday 
last the prisoner went to his place 
and demanded money owed bim; that an 
altercation ensued, which resulted in the prison- 
er’s drawing a knife upon bim and stabbing him 
three times.—in ihe eye, in the mouth, and on the 
left shoulder. The testimony of this witness 
was indorsed by Lo Gan, a Chinaman of notori- 
ously inflationist proclivities, and Bo Chang, who 
testified that they saw Ah Po with the fe, 
which they asserted belonged to him, in his 
hand. Ah Po's story was to the effect that he 
went round to Ab Sin’s laundry to collect some 
#60 due him for labor performed, and that he 
was there set u by Ab Sin and three other 
Chinamen, who bim and stabbed him in the 
bead with a knife, and stole from him two 
pocket books, one of which contained $30, the 
other $14. The counsei for the defense made a 
lengthy but ineffectual speech in favor of his 
cheut, whom the Justice held over to the Crim 
inal Court in bonds of $500. |

SEEKING FOR THE TRUTH. 

The Grand Jury resumed yesterday morning 
their examination into the truth of the alleged 
charges of corruption against certain of the 
County Commissioners in connection with the 
purchase of a site for the County Hospital.

Yesterday bad been a day of very stormy char- 
acter, but up to 5 o'clock in the evening nothing 
unusual had occnrred. Soon after that time 
thunder pealed incessantly, the di ap- 
arently being immediately over the city, aud 
fighsning flashed with fearful rapidity, from 
thirty to forty zig-zag flashes, extending from 
the dark overhanging clouds to the earth, occar- 
ring every minute. At the same time a violent 
rain set in, which in a few minutes sent streams 
of water, a foot in depth, running through the 
streets, aod in some instances merchants, an- 
ticipating a slight flood, began to cover up their 
cellars and place planks across the sidewalks to 
preveat the stream from running. into the stores. 
Just at this time a strange commotion was ob- 
served in ibe Piute and Suoshoue camps, on the 
bills south of the city, the Indians rushing 
towards the town, waving blankets and shoutirg 
as thoug in warving of a 2 danger. 
Soon after the great whistles of the 1 
mill commenced blowiog continually, and, as this 
is never done except in cases of danger, as fire, 
etc., every one was on the qui vive to ascertain 
the cause. Immediately after the whistles sound- 
ed a horseman rode rapidly through the city; 
erying. The water is coming—get to the bills 
aod a few bundred yards behind him came a 
dense wall of black, muddy water, seething, 
roaring, and carrying destruction with it. 
Commencing at the place of the cloud-burst on 
the Summit, it followed the canon to the pan- 
room of the Manhattan mili; tearing through 
that portion of the mill. it followed down the 
canon in which the town stands until it reached 
the Reveille brick building. Striking this, the 
current diverged across the street, striking and 
bursting tarough Francis’ stable, thence round 
the Masonic aud Odd Fellows’ Hall, flooding the. 
saloons in the basement of that building and 
floasing the contents. It then flowed in a direct 


course through the city. 


Upon the alarm oie given by the horseman, 
the people fled to the hills, which they had scarce- 
ly reached before the flood struck their stores 
avd dwellings, and for some time nothing could 
be heard but tne roar of the current as it tore on 
its destructive course through the streeta,—the 
people standing in crowds upon the hills sorrow- 


fully watching the work of destruction beneath. 


The loss, although very great, is not so much 


as at first sup , and is principally caused by 
damage to buildi goods, and vehicles. Main
